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Tourist Attractions in Aswan 


The High Dam: This most important en- 
gineering feat of 20 th Cetury Egypt 
is 9 kms south of Aswan. 


Elephantine Island : Situated on this island 
are some ancient Egyptian and Ptole- 
maic monuments, and also a museum. 


The Island of Philae : This island which 
lies about 5 kms south of Aswan is the 
site of the famous Ptolemaic temples. 


The Plants Island : A paradise of foliage 
and floral beauty. 


Tombs of the Nobles : Cut into the face 
of the Western bank cliffs, these tombs 
were constructed by princes and nob- 
les of the Old and Middle Kingdoms. 


The Monastery of St. Simon : This rnonas- 
tery dates back to the 8th Century. 


The Agha Khan Mausoleum: A fine piece 
of Islamic architecture housing the 
tomb of the Agha Khan, the head of 
the Ismailite sect. 
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280 kms south of Aswan, you will see 
the huge rock-hewn. Temples of Abu Sim- 
bel. The two gigantic, yet serenely lovely 
Temples of Ramses II and his queen, Nefer- 
tari, were built between1300 — 1233 B.C., 
and are perhaps the best surviving monu- 
ments to the power and grandeur of the 
Pharaohs of the New Kingdom. 


These two temples are recognized the 
world over both as artistic marvels and an 
architectural tour de force. They became 
a world news item of interest in the 1960’s 
when they were in danger of being 
submerged by the waters of Lake Nasser, 
the vast man-made lake behind the High 
Dam. They were blessedly reprieved by 
the technical and material assistance to 
which all countries in the world contribut- 
ed eagerly and generously, in response to 
the campaign launched by the UNESCO 
and Egypt. 


The facade of the Great Temple is 32 
meters high, and 38 meters wide. Adding 
to the splendour of that facade are the 
four seated figures of Ramses Il. Each of 
these statues is 20 meters high. They have 
been hewn into the sand-stone cliff. and 
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Ramses, and two of Nefertari.
